An examination of the fifth, sixth 
and seventh articles of the Burlin- 
;ame Treaty will make it manifest to 
be most casual observer that they 
vere framed and iconolnded and rati 
iad by tbe high contracting parties 
upon the theory (hat a subject of tbe 
Chinese Emperor was eligible to the 
ligh dignity of American citizenship. 
But, according to the subsequent 
decisions of the U. 8. Courts, this 
theory is erroneous. Jndge Sawyer, 
of the U. 8. Circuit Court, has re- 
cently decided that a Mongolian is 
not eligible to American citizenship; 
and, by implication, so much of the 
treaty as recognizes or concedes his 
eligibility to citizenship is invalid. 
[f tbe power to declare treaties in- 
valid resides in the Federal Courts, 
as it clearly does under the Federal 
Constitution, then thi validity of this 
Bnrlingame Treaty may be summar- 
ily tested without a resort to tbe 
devious and protracted methods of 
Congress. 


In the oase of the People vs. Gerke 


& Clark, 5 California Reports, page 
381, the Supreme Court of this State 
decides tbat treaties made by the 
United Satates, removing tbe disa- 
bility of aliens to inherit are valid, 
and within the intent of the Constitn 
tion of the United States, and qnes 
tion involving the validity of treaties 
between the United States and foreign 
nations have frequently arisen in the 
Federal Courts. 


We shall be glad indeed if we have 


suggested to the people and the Con- 
vention a method by which the valid- 
ity of tbe Bnrlingame treaty may be 
speedily determined.

Parity of the Ballot Box. 


A clause of the law relating to elec- 


tions in this State reads aa follows: 


Every person who, by force, threats, 


menaces, bribery, or any corrupt 
means either directly or indirectly, 
attempts to influence an elector in 
giving his rote, or to deter him from 
giring the same, or attempts by a%y 
means to awe, restrain, hinder, or 
disturb any elector on the free exer- 
cise of the right of suffrage, or fur- 
nishes any elector wishing to rote 
who cannot read, with a ticket, in- 
forming or giving such elector to 
understand that it contains a name 
•written or printed thereon different 
from the name which is written or 
printed thereon, or defrauds any 
elector at snob election, by deceiving 
and causing such elector to rote fora 
different person for any office than 
he intended or desired to rote for, or 
who, being Inspector, Judge, or 
Clerk of any election, while acting aa 
such, induces, or attempts to induce 
any elector either by menace, or re 
ward or promise therefore to vote dif- 
ferent from what such election inten- 
ded or desired to vote, shall be guilty 
of felony, punishable by a fine not ex- 
ceeding one thousand dollars, or im- 
prisonment in the State Prison not 
exceeding five years, or by both such 
tine and imprisonment." 


Every good citizen who believes in 


the parity of the ballot box and re- 
spects the wishes of the majority, 
should endeavor to prevent the viola- 
lion of this act. A reward of 8200 
is offered by the Governor for the ar- 
rest and conviction of any person 
guilty of violating its provisions.
